—the late Vito Marcantonio—to

“Tt is useless to talk of fight- 
ing among ourselves, We can- 
not fritter away our energies 
in fighting,” hé said. 

Nehru said the’ Communist 
Party in Russia had been born 
of revolution. In India, the 
Communist Party swore by 
whatever emanated from Rus- 
sia and followed it with reli- 
gious zeal. 

“Does the Communist Party 
want to repeat in India the 
whole struggle of Russia under 
the leadership of Lenin?”

WASHINGTON, Oct. g-— 
Communist profiaganda is mak 
ing headway in Southeast Asia 
and the far Pacific along the 
rim of the Communist orbit, the 
U.S. Information Agency 
(USIA) said today. 

This is happening even though 
the Communist-controlled areas 
from North Korea to North 
Vietnam: and including Com- 
munist China are marked by 
“food deficiencies, the regimen- 
tation of all social, cultural, ecO 
nomic and political life and by 
ruthless secrét police systems,” 
USIA declared. 

In an analysis by countries, 
the agency said the Philippines 
is in no immediate danger of 
falling within the orbit of Com- 
munist colonialism “but demo- 
cratic-minded Japan presents a 
more complex problem.” 

Trade pressures exerted on 

Japan by Peiping and Moscow 
were called “especially strong 
and presistent.” 
-It said Moscow is using a 
fisheries agreement “whereby 
Japan would recover valuable 
fishing rights in an area arbitra- 
rily pre-empted by the USSR” 
as a lever to force Japan to esta- 
blish normal trade relations. 

“The ultimate goal of Soviet, 
tactics is to extrac: a peace trea- 


tv on terms favorable to the 
USSR,” it added. 
it said the Japanese’ Com- 


munist Party ha> been unable 
to win a substantial following 
among Japanese farmers and 
consequently has concentrated 
on urban elements.

nounced Monday, é' 


A palace spokesman said’ that 
American Ambassador Caven- 
dish W. Cannon informed Mo- 
roccan Foreign Minister Ahmed 
Balafrej yeserday that the Unit- 
ed States has decided to give 
up those rights voluntarily. 


The palace spokesman said 
that the decision, arriving just 
before the vital conference on 
Tangiers opening today “was 
very favorably received in 
Moroccan circles.” 


The announcement came on 
the eve of a nine-nation confer- 
ence in Fedala to decide the 
future status of Tangiers. 


Tangiers was taken out of 
Moroccan sovereignty in 1906 
and made into an international 
free zone. It became one of the 
world’s top financial currency 
exchange centers as sucn, 

Delegates from the United 
States, Spain, France, Britain, 
Portugal, Belgium, Italy, the 
Netherlands and Morocco will 
decide whether it should be re- 
turned to Morocco now that this 
country is independent.

Security Council that the Brit- 
ish and French had merely re- 
introduced the proposal of the 
first London Conference on the 
Suez which already had been 
turned down by Egypt. ' 


“We do not think it wise or 
profitable to -veintroduce pro- 
posals which already have been 
rejected,” he said. 

The plan, submitted to the 
Council last Friday by Britain 
and France, called on the Coun- 
cil to endorse the London re- 
commendations for international 
control of the 103-mile water- 
way and urged Egypt to use 
these recommendations as a 
basis for negoti..tion. 

The Secyrity Counc}! met at 
10:36 a.m. today (11:36 p.m. 
JST) to resume debate an thé 
Suez Canal crisis. 

British Foreign Secretary Sel- 
wyn Lloyd, French Foreign 
Minister Christian Pineau, So- 
viet Foreign Minister Dmitri 
Shepilov and U.S. Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles listened 
intently as Fawzi spoke, 

In expressing Egypt’s willing- 
ness to create a negotiating com- 
mittee, Fawzi outlined these 
main objectives: 

1. Establishing a system of 
cooperation between the Egyp- 
tian authority. operating the 
Suez Canal and the users of the 
canal, taking into full conside- 
ration the sovereignty and the 
rights of Egypt and the in- 
terests of the users of the canal. 

2. Establishing a system for 
the tolls and charges which gua- 
rantees for the users of the 
canal a fair treatment free 
from exploitation. 


3. Providing for a reasonable 
percentage the revenues to 
be allotted especially for im- 
provements.” 


While these points made no 
specific reference to internation- 
al control ,they did call for in- 
ternational cooperation in operat- 
ing the canal. 

Fawzi said Egypt “sacvificed 
many tens of thousands of her 
sons who lost their lives while 
digging that great (Suez) sea 
lane,, gave security, encourage- 
ment and money and, above 
all, gave its pledge to keep the 
canal always free for interna- 
tional navigation.” 

He said that pledge “until 
this moment has been scrupu- 
louslv honored and miaintain- 
ed.”

Acting Prime Minister Mamo- 
ru Shigemitsu yesterday form- 
ally turned down the Socialists’ 
proposal to discontinue the land 
survey in Sunakawa.

Last Typhoon 
Said Coming 
In Mid-Month 


Another typhoon, probably 
the last one of this year, is ex- 
pected to approach the Japa- 
nese mainland around the mid- 
dle of this month, according to 
long-range observations made 
by the Meteorological Agency. 

The Agency believes. that 
chances are the tropical storm 
will land somewhere on Japan. 

As atmospheric conditions in 
October are dissimilar to con- 
ditions in August or September, 
the typhoon is expected to af- 
fect the eastern Japan area 
more than the southern part of 
the country, hit hard by several 
tropical storms this year. 

The Agency says if the 
typhoon arises, it will be a 
typical autumn tropical storm, 
advancing at a great speed and 
bringing heavy rains. 

Meteorological officials base 
their forecast of the mid-October 
tvphoon on the fact. that 
typhoons affecting Japan have 
been approaching the country 
In cycles of 20 days. 


They believe that the new 
typhoon thus may hit Japan 
around Oct. 16 or 17, 


Among the postwar autumnal 
typhoons which wrought heavy 
casualties and damage is the 
Akune Typhoon that struck the 
Japanese mainiand Oct. 10, 
1945 and caused 350 deaths and 
the destruction of 3,500 homes. 
There was also Typhoon Ruth 
of Oct. 13, 1951 that killed 
around 570 persons and ruined 
24,000 houses. : 
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expansion of the U.S. base in 
Japan might result in a stiffen- 
ing of the Soviet attitude on 
the controversial territorial 
issue. 

Parlier Deputy Chief Cabinet 
Secretary Eiichi Tanaka told 
the press that the Government 
has no intention whatsoever of 
discontinuing the survey despite 
the Socialists’ proposal. 

Tanaka, said the Government 
believes the Sunakawa case has 
no'relation to the Japan-Soyiet 
negotiations and the survey 
should. be completed by Oct. 16 
as pre-arranged. 

The Socialists are planning to 
see Defense Agency Chief Naka 
Funada this afternoon to make 
a Similar proposal. 

Meanwhile, the land survey at 
Sunakawa made little progress 
yesterday. Officials of the Pro- 
curement Agency and. surveyors 
at first tried to carry out the 
survey “forcibly” but were pre- 
vented by the continued “peace- 
ful resistance” of the Socialist 
Diet members, university stud- 
ents and labor unionists. 

An atmosphere of uneasiness 
prevailed all day in the small 
town in the western outskirts of 
Tokyo, as oppositionists to the 
survey and procurement officials 
separately studied their future 
measures. 

Leaders of the General Coun- 
cil of Japan Trade Unions 
(Sohyo), which along with the 
Socialists are supporting the 
townsmen in the _ opposition 
struggle decided to send appeals 
on the Sunakawa case to labor 
unions in the world, including 
America’s CIO-AFL and Britain’s 
TUC, 
~They also decided to hold ral- 
lies late in the week .in prin- 
cipal cities throughout the 
country. 

The Socialists expect the cli- 
max of the Sunakawa struggle 
to come next Tuesday — the 
deadline for the land survey. 

Socialist Diet members also 
decided at a general meeting 
Vesterday to call for. the con- 
vocation of Lower House stand- 
ing committees concerned, such 
as the Cabinet, Judicial Affairs 
and Local Administration com- 
mittees, ) 

They further decided to peti- 
tion the U.S. Security Forces.

Shipmaking - 


Is Stalled 


By Walkout 


Construction of ships at the 
nation’s major shipbuilding 
companies came to a standstill 
as some 50,000 workers went on 
a 12-hour over-all strike from 
1 pum. vesterday. 

Participating in the strike 
Were 19 unions of 10 leading 
shipbuilders, including the 
Japan Stee] Tube and the Mitsu- 
bishi Nippon Heavy Industries. 
Tney all belong to the 57,000 
member All-Japan Shipbuilding 
Werkers Union (Zenzosen). 

Zenzosen has been demand- 
ing a wage hike ranging from 
¥1,800 to ¥2,000 a month for 
major companies and ¥1,600 to 
72,000 for smaller firms from 
this month. The management, 
however, has agreed to boost 
the wages by only ¥400 to ¥700. 

The current strike is slated to 
be followed up by a 64-hour 
walkout from Friday, if no 
agreement is reached between 
the union and management, 

Union sources said the pres- 
ent strike will result in a hali- 
a-month delay of shipbuilding 
work. | 


Yawata Steel Union 
Strikes 2nd Time 


FUKUOKA, Oct. 8 (Kyodo)— 
Some 28,000 unionists of the 
Yawata Iron and Steel Com- 
pany, one of Japan's “Big 
Three” steel makers, went on a 
48-hour strike this morning for 
higher wages. 

Only a skeleton crew of 7,300 
workers remained in the plant 
to keep the furnaces burning 
and for other security purpeses. 

The strike was the second in 
a series ordered by the Federa- 
tion of Iron and Steel Industry 
Workers Unions (Tekkororen) 
to which the Yawata workers 
belong. 

The strike, it is feared, will 
result in a loss in production of 
Y1,000 million worth of products 
including 10,000 tons of pig iron, 
14,000 tons of steel ingots and 
11,000-tons of rolled steel.

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“Speaking of Music... 


The Fine Music of Lev Oborin 


By MARCEL GRILLI 


A large and demonstrative 


audience in Hibiya Hall last 


Sunday afternoon obviously was 
thrilled by the playing of the 
visiting .Russian pianist, Lev 
Oborin. The mainstays of his 
program in this second ap- 
pearance before a local audience 
were Bach, Schubert, Chopin, 
and Prokofiev, with smaller 
pieces by Tchaikovsky, Borodin, 
and Rachmaninov thrown in for 
good measure. 
His playing throughout was 
of a decidedly extraordinary 
order, by reason of its technical 
assurance and musical discern- 
ment. Such magisterial virtues 
are’ often associated with an ob- 
jective approach, with» a Cal- 
culated design to let the music 
speak for itself, while some of 
the music on the program re- 
quired ‘a ‘warmer and more 
romantic treatment. To balance 
these contradictory demands 
therefore calls for consummate 
control, emotional as well as 
~ technical. 

Mr. Oborin is a virtuoso in 
the best sense of.the word. This 
word can be applied to this 
artist with no more Sn'be used 
intentions than it could be used 
to describe a eauad a 
Gieseking, or a Kermpff. Mr. 
Oborin can justifiably be com- 
pared with these three in tem- 
peramental brilliance as well as 
in restrained musicality. 

With Meaning 

In this particular recital every 
note was played with meaning. 
The pianist’s interpretative in- 
tensity never wavered in his 
aim to go beyond merely al- 
luring or solid tone; the prime 
consideration seemed to be a 

' revelation of the special quality 
- of each composer represented 
on the program. | 
- Many a listener may have 
been dazzled, at first, by some 
of the most brilliant playing 
imaginable. and by a pheno- 
menal clarity. Even in con- 
trapuntally intricate passages 
and thunderous. barrages of 
chords Mr. Oborin’s touch was 
faultlessly controlled. Yet 
this superb technique -served 
merely as a framework in sup. 
port of architectural claritv. 

The pianist seemed _  hap- 
piest with Bach on tHis oc¢ca- 
sion. The famous Chromatic 
Fantasia and Fugue, at the 
opening’ of the program, 
emerged admirably, clear in 
texture and fine’ proportions, 
with each line sensitively turn- 
‘ed and with great musical im, 
port. The Schubert B fiat 
inajor Impromptu, from Op. 
142, had the stylistic surety 
and finesse that it required. 

Chopin’s beautiful B miror 
Sonata (Op. 58) also came 
- across in a performance im- 
pressive for its strength, rather 
than romantic intensity and 
ardor. 

No Nonsense “ 

There are many ways 
of treating Chopin’s' music; 
this was straightforward play- 
ing with no . sentimental 
nonsense about it, but witha: 
esconced in a big frame. No 
liberties were taken with the 
music, but full justice was 
done to it. A perfectly poised 
reading, brilliant presented, 
and sharply definewd. 

Another school of Chopin play- 
ing might have found this rea:- 
ing lacking in mellowness, in- 
timacy, and proper feeling. Well, 
say what you like, not all 
modern playing of Chopin’s 
music can meet with everyone’; 
taste. Some famous Chopines- 
que. players who wash the key- 
board with sentimentality often 
end up as bores. Mr, Oborin 
may have been, perhaps, a bit 
matter-of-fact, but he did not 
distort the music, nor did he 
exaggerate the usual tricks of 
dvnamics to make a‘ meaning 
less effect—and, above all, he 
was neve> boring. 

Firmly at Home 

His exposition of the music 
was thorough and even deliber- 
ate,.if you will, He never al- 
lowed himself to become so ex- 
cited as to jumbi> notes or be- 
cloud the musical texture. His 
playing was memorable in that, 
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it tended to put us on guard 
against excess “emotional 
coloration. | 


All these traits were admir 
ably brought to bear on the 
playing of Prokofiev's Seventh 
Sonata. Prokofiev’s piano music 
calls for particularly clear ex:

Paradise After Dark

For a thousand dollars you 
can return to paradise. Start- 
ing Oct. 31, and weekly there- 
after Richard K. Kimball will 
lead you on a 10-day tour of the 
South Pacific. 

But a word of warning. These 
tours are for men only. Kim-

Mr. Kimball,‘ whose family 
owns the famous Halekulani 
Hotel in Honolulu, is still full 
of enthusiasm over his com- 
pany’s exploratory flight last 
spring, 

“Boy, the guys sure let their 
hair down, It felt good getting 
away from nagging’ wives. 
What a ball we had. The Tahi- 
tian girls would come out at 
night and all they wanted was 
a lemonade,” Mr. Kimball re- 
counted. 

“Our boys would run around 
the island in jeeps or cars and 
have a girl laughing, joking, sit- 
ting next to them. Things 
like that aren’t a sin down there. 
It’s just fun and friendliness. 
It’s a different moral code.” — 

Kimball’s stag flights will 
leave Honolilu in the after. 
noon in a four-engine plane and 
stop for a real Hawaiian dinner 
at Hilo. The next morning they 
land at Bora Bora on a sparkl- 
ing white afrstrip built by the 
U.S. Armed Forces during the 
last war. From Bora Bora they 
fly in French Catalina seaplanes 
to Tahiti. Then starts a week 
of sight-seeing and frolocking 
among the unspoiled, hospitable, 
Natives off French Oceania. 
Price all inclusive for the trip, 
+ 1,000. 

Except for an occasional! ship, 
Tahiti is pretty much off the 
beaten travel path. With an eye 
on the lucrative Hawaiian tour- 
ist business, the French have 
opened the previously closed 
Bora Bora air strip. The French 
intend to build an airport on 
Tahiti. 

By the time that happens, the 
commercial jet age will be upon 
us and the South Pacific, the 
last escape from reality will be 
lost to the strain of beachcom- 
bering that’s in a.l of us—males.

This is the second time that 
the Haiyu-za Troupe is prosent- 
ing the play, the previous ef- 
fort having been about six 
years ago, when it was present- 
ed at the Mitsukoshi Hall under 
the direction of Koreya Senda, 
who also is director of the cur- 
rent production. 

This story of three cultured 
and sensitive sisters living in a 
culturally stagnant provincial 
city whose atmosphere is grad- 
uallv stifling them, is one which 
brings on the stage several char- 
acter prototypes, among which 
the three sisters also add their 
number. These various types 
are based not so much on indi- 
vidual temperament and charac- 
ter as on outlook on life, each 
expressing a way of dealing 
with or escaving from the reali- 
ties surrounding them. 

In Despair 

The early scenes seem to drag 
through the tedium of the daily 
life portrayed, hardly livened by 
the efforts of Michiko Otsuka as 
Irina, the youngest of the three 
sisters, who is pictured in the 
first scene as still an optimistic 
personality, not yet touched by 
the ennui of the other charac- 
ters, and eager to expend her 
efforts to better purpose in life 
through active work. 

The eldest of the three, gen- 
tle Olga, is a lonely spinster- 
teacher; sister Masha is tied 
down in an unhappy marriage 
with doting husband Feodor. 
The despair of these sisters in 
a community in which they are 
culturally isolated, is barely re- 
lieved by the visits of admiring 
officers from a regiment sta- 
tioned in the city; and thev 
huddle together in their special 
genteel world dreaming thei->

dreams together, hoping wildly 
for escape to Moscow, which is 
the symbol of all their hopes, 
as it is also of their brother, the 
shy, rotund arts-loving and 
quietly talented Andrei, 

These dreams, however, are 
rudely shattered. Earthy, prae- 
tical and commonplace Nata- 
sha enters the household as 
Andrei’s wife ang slowly but 
surely corrupts the cultured 
genteel family into a bewilder- 
ed and frustrated group. And 
Andrei, losing all his former 
ideals, settles down into a dis- 
illusioned and entirely apathe- 
tic husband, entirely without 
the ‘will to assert himself in 
any way or to even make an 
effort to keep in touch with the 
common duties of daily life. 

Well-Acted 

Some of the characters are ad- 
mirably portrayed in the cur- 
rent production. Masao Mi- 
shima, first as the shy stuttler- 
ing Andrei, later as _ the 
thoroughly disillusioned and 
empty shell of a man, is fine. 
And the four leading female 
characters, the three sistcrs and 
Natasha, who is played by Na- 
tsuyo Kawakami, interpret their 
roles well, with the difference 
between Natasha’s earthy en- 
ergy and the sisters’ genteel in- 
effectualness being admirably 
brought out. 

_Eijiro Tono as Feodor, hus- 
band of Masha, and Tomvo 
Nagai as the nihilistic old army 
doctor whose only philosophy is 
“Oh, well, what does it matter?” 
even in matters of life and 
death, both deserve special men- 
tion for their roles; the other 
regiment officers who appear on 
the scene, although they too rep- 
resent various philosophic types, 
seem to fade into a neutral one- 
ness from which it is rather 
difficult to discern the individual 
identities.

Mantle’s blast 
in the sixth off Ed Roepuck tra- 
veled perhaps 440 to 450 feet 
before exploding in the center- 
field stands. 

It was his second of the Series 
and seventh in Series experi- 
ence. Bauer’s seventh inning 
poke was a more modest belt but 
quite pleasing to its author. It 
was his first home run in seven 
World Series, 36 games and 112 
times at bat. 

It was Sturdivant’s first Series 
start. The way things are going 
it won't be his last. He treated 
the Bums 4s if the word began 
with a small B.

Japan’s exports and imports 
for the first half of 1956 fiscal 


for a six-month period, the 
Finance Ministry announced 
yesterday. : 


The announcement said ex- 
ports for the ‘April-September 
period of this year totaled 
$1,219,731,000, or $247,906,000 
more than the corresponding 
period of the previous year. 

Imports jumped by $396,903,- 
000 from the first half term of 
1955 to $1,632,203,000. 

The trade deficit was $412,- 
472,000. 


Practically every item was 
covered in the expanded exports 
and imports. In the field of ex- 
ports, the sales of textiles were 
double that of the correspond- 
ing term in the preceding year 
and ‘almost every other item 
was sold in increased quantity. 
The only exception was metal 
and metallic products the sales 
of -which dropped 7.1 per cent 
from the figure for the first half 
of 1955, 


Imports of metal ore rose by 
over 200 per cent during the 
same period and the imports of 
other items also increased. Im- 
ports of foodstuff and beverage, 
however, dropped by 18.7 per 
cent, | : 


Trade records for the month 
of September, also released yes- 
terday by the Finance Ministry, 
showed that exports totaled 
$205,156,000, or $10,686,000 less 
than‘the figure for August. Im- 
ports totaled $258,953,000, or 
$30,439,000 less than the pre- 
vious month. Imports for the 
month exceeded exports by $53,- 
797,000. 


Egypt Lifts 
Import Curbs 


CATRO, Oct. 8 (AFP)—The

Other measures authorized by 
the Egyptian: Finance Ministry 
permit the barter of Egyptian 
threads and cldéths for foreign 
merchandise up to 100 per cent 
of the value of the threads and 
cloths. For all other Egyptian 
merchandise exported the new 
regulations permit barter opera- 
tions up to 5 per cent of their 
value, with the remainder being 
paid in foreign money. 

The Ministry has authorized 
that 65 per cent of the capital 
that foreigners would like to 
invest in Egypt may be import- 
ed in the form of merchandise. 
The balance of 35 per cent is to 
be in “free money.”
